who acted in this mangier. 

The Rev. Mr. Correv said, that la |t was 
absolutely iiecessery, in his mint!, to lay at tbe 
foot of th* throne the opinion* of to Jorge • 
body or Her Majesty's subjects ea the Catho- 
lics of New South Wales, ho would move, 
" That a copy of the third and fourth ratolu-

The AacHaianor iwnxikod, that nndet

prusecinliig the good work. There wer* 
about eleven or twelve hundred children pre- 
sent, and every avail ible space wbi crowded 
by pnretila and leathers. It waa a very in- 
lercating service, and made a deep improiaiuii 
on ail piesent. There were prevent the 
scholars from the schools of the Independent a, 
the Weiileyaiis, the ftpiicopaliona, the lisp, 
lists, ottd the I'teibyleiiins. The Wesleyan 
children, from their five Sunday suhnols, in 
Melvilli -slreel, Uavey.ilreol, Migb-itrml, 
llurringlon-tlreet, and OUrien's Uridjic, 
intiHlereJ in lite greatest numbers upwards 
uf MO in all. So for as we could jud(e, thoae 
of Ihe Independent* were nearly numerically 
equal, from their achooia iu If ritbane, Collim. 
and Liverpool streets. Th* scholars *nd 
teachers of iliett persuasion*, after the 
exhortation, proceeded to the Paddock, 
where Hip children wen allowed to 
amuse themselves for i couple of hours 
—Ihe elder hoya playing at cricket, tnd the 
girlt at " kiia in lha ring," and other inno- 
cent putimea, whilst tha younger one, walked 
about iu ccmptny with thair perenta. hi 
about two ultra i nag waa haiated, when tb* 
whole agaiu formed in proeesalon, and re- 
turned to tswn.

Mr. 01xd> 
etuneXBid I he- tiovemmout could not afford 
to sacrifice the wool-duty, hut did not even 
hint that tliere wtt any other reason for op- 
posing Mr. Wood's motion. Sir Robert Pee!

ht:itr of the revenne, he would gladly txcrince 
tfets duty, xn d i mi mated, in Itnguxge the re. 
verse of eiiuirocxf, thxl if tbe woollen-trxde 
would but wsit till he hxd got a surplus In- 
coTnr, their reijuesl shoulrl be granted. 

On tiit Buhjor.t of nil differential duttte 
(excetit pcrhxpt corn) Mlniitere are eo.uelly 
vicldljig.
